The only exception to the 
policy is where juveniles are 
ordered to the youth detention 
center in West Palm Beach. In 
those cases, the youths will 
have hearings on the Coast 
rather than being returned to 
the Glades Office Building.

The degree of punishment depends on the 
seriousness of the offense according to Thornton.

The assistant chief said he believes 


discipline has improved at Glades Central and 
that some incidents are blown out of proportion. 


"We are 


always willing to listen to 


complaints, and if any parent has a problem, we 
are more than willing to listen and investigate if 
necessary. But the situation is under control as 


far as we know. 


Thornton said he believes students must 
realize there are consequences to their actions in 
school just as there.are consequences in society. 

“Today there is a tendency to believe you can 
do anything you want without facing the 
consequences and that's not true,'' he asserted. 

While he agrees that state Sen. Don Childers’ 


D-West Palm Beach proposal for armed school 
guards may be necessary in some county 
Schools, Thornton said “We don't need them at 
Glades Central 

To Thornton it is apathy, not discipline, which 
is the major problem at Glades Central. 

“I just can't understand why students don't 
think education is as important as I-know it is. 
To us in the faculty it is crystal clear-that a 
student's high school career wttttfétermine what 
happens the rest of his life - his job, his salary, ^ 
his friends, everything." 

Absenses and tardiness are a major problem 
at the high schoo}. Two separate campuses don't 
help, matters he pdinted out. Although highly 
motivated studénts Manage to get across 
campus in the eight minutes between classes, 
many students are late to class said Thornton. 

The lack of student interest is being 
approached on two fronts said the assistant 
principal. Strong vocational and career 
education programs are available for students. 

A ninth grade developmental reading 
program is also underway to make sure students 
with reading problems get help before they fall 
irreparably behind 

With all this help there are still students who 
reach their senior year without being able to 
read. 


students are reading by the second grade, but a 
few may never learn," Thornton admitted. 

The assistant principal said schools 
throughout the country have witnessed an 
academic decline for the past ten years, but he 
anticipates- a trend to enforce minimum 
standards. 

Thornton said most discipline problems at 
Glades Central could be solved if the students get 
interested in school. » 

Thornton was a coach at the old Belle Glade 
High School from 1957 to 1965 when he was 
appointed Dean of Boys at John I. Leonard High 
School. He said one of his major goals since 
returning this August as assistant principal is to 
upgrade the image of the school. 

"It is surprising how few racial problems 
exist at Glades Central," said Thornton. A fight 
between black and white students is sometimes 


exagerated into a racial incident, he 
commented.

Spanish, Deputy Ernest Ba- 
lista served as translator to 
explain each question and 
answer of the sworn testimony. 
Batista, who arrested Saaved- 
ra along with Det. Ray Noland, 
was sise a witness in the 
hearing. 

The deputy was the first 
witness to be called and he 
translated each of his answers 
in Spanish for the defendent. 
Following his testimony, the 
deputy sat next to Saavedra 
and translated the remainder 
of the testímony. 

According to Batista the 
defendent admitted shooting 
Quintero in the Okeelanta 
parking lot, however the 
deputy said Saavedra denied 
going to the parking lot with 
the intention of killing the 
victim. 

"I went with the intention of 
talking to him,” vedra 
reportedly told Batista. i 

According to the defendent's 
sworn statement, Quintero met 


him in the parking lot and said 
he would not “respect” 
Saavedra's daughter and chal 
lenged the defendent to "kill 
me or I will kill you.” 

Batista said the defendent 
fled to Hialeah after the 
shooting where he was 
arrested the following day 
the home of his former wife's 
parents. Saavedra reportedly 
told the deputy he ran br :ause 
he was afraid and wanted to 
speak to his family before 
surrendering to police. 

In his cross examination, 
Public Defender Sam Powers 
asked Batista whether Saaved- 
ra understood he was entitled 
to an attorney before niaking a 
statement. The deputy said he 
told the defendent it would be 
advisable to have an attorney 
but that the defendent said he 
wanted to make his statement 
alone. 

Tom Perrymen, Saavedr: 
former supervisor .at the 
Glades Sugar House on Airport 
Road, said the defendent once 


brought a pistol to work and 
left it with him until he got off 
work the next day. Perryman 
said he did not remember when 
the incident occured or the 
calibre of the pistol. 

‘Sheriff's Det. Joseph Darkell 
III testified an autopsy 
conducted by assistant county 
medical examiner Dr. Mario 
Ramos revealed three bullet 
wounds in the victim's body — 
one head wound and two

Former President Teddy 
Roosevelt came to life two 
days last weck for Lake Shore 
Junior High as students they 
took part in a scries of press 
conferences. . . with the stu- 
dents in the role of reporters. 

The Hero of San Juan Hill, in 
the guise of Bob Boyd, a 
professional actor from Fort 
Lauderdale, fielded questions 
on what it was like to lead 
Rough Raiders into the teeth of 
artillery fire in the Spanish 
American War, what it is like 
to be President of the United 
States and his views on women 
and other minorities in politics. 

Boyd said he has been 
touring the entire stateas TR 
and is sponsored by the Florida 
Department of Citrus. The idea 
behind the tour is to promote 
nutrition among the students. 
“I'm not expected to 
necessarily say anything about 
citrus,” Boyd said. “The 
department just feels that if 
they can get across something 
about nutrition, they'll have 
made a contribution to the 
nation's Bicentennial.” 
actor pointed out that 
himself was known 
hing nutrition and 
health. The 26th President was 
sickly as a child but overcame 
that and led an energetic life 
throughout his adult years.

Sugar 

Futures prices were given a lift this week by 
the USDA prediction that sugar prices will 
strengthen carly this year. The USDA says the 
world sugar crop is now estimated at 90.3 million 
Short tons, up about 4 percent from last year on a 
predicted 3.6 million ton production increase.

Corn 
The failure of the USDA Jan. 1 corn stocks 
report to show that Oct. - Dec. '75 domestic 
disappearance increased over last year's low 
level was taken by the market as a bearish 
factor. The USDA report indicated that reduced 
hog feeding during the Oct. - Dec. '75 quarter, 
and the good quality of 1975 crop corn, fully offset 
the effect of early harvest of the crop and the 
higher level of cattle feeding and poultry 
production.

The 
estimate of domestic use.was 21 percent below 
the same quarter of 1973 and down 23 percent 
from that quarter. of 1972. Domestic use 
undoubtedly will gain on last year's pace during 
the remainder of the marketing year. The USDA 
Supply-Demand Estimate report forecasts much 
heavier use during January-September this year 
than last, reducing stocks next October Ist to 512 
to 612 million bushels, or around 100 million less 
than was forecast in December.

spring and summer. The prospective planting of 
80.8 million acres would probably mean around 
69 to 70 million for harvest as grain. An average 
yield of around 90 to 70 million for harvest as 
grain. An average yield of around 90 to 95 
bushels per acre would produce a crop of around 
6.2 to 6.6 billion bushels. Hence a favorable 
growing season would indicate another record 
corn crop, sufficient to meet domestic and export 
requirements and provide soine build-up to our 
low carryover stocks. owever, with corn 
reserves still small this year, prices will again be 
very responsive to any adverse weather. 

The near term price outlook appears 
unsettled, but we doubt that declines will carry 
very far. 


Cattle 

Cattle marketings in the current quarter 
appear likely to exceed earlier expectations. 
Federally inspected slaughter in the week 
ending January 24 at 810,000 head was up 12 
percent from the same week in 1975. Beef 
production in the same week was up only 8 
percent because animals were. marketed at 
lighter weights than a year ago. However, both 
average live weights and dressed weights have 
been trending heavier. Hence, a substantial 
recovery in beef demand seems essential 
recovery in beef demand seems essential to any 
significant price improvement in cattle futures. 


Hogs and Pork Bellies 

Hog slaughter continues at a weekly rate of 
about 1.2 million head, or about 10 percent 
smaller than a year ago. ' Slaughter at this rate 
appears adequate to satisfy demand, which has 
been reduced because of stiffened compctition 
from beef and poultry. Cash hog prices at 
terminals could have difficulty in holding 
currentlevels in the event that the slaughter rate 
increases. We expect hog futures prices to 
remain-on the defensive. 

Cash pork belly prices have been more 
buoyant than futures prices lately, suggesting 
that futures may have worked into an-oversold 
condition. Total freezer stocks of pork -bellies 
relative to past years are not large, and there 
have been some signs of improvement in retail 
bacon demand. However, an important market 
consideration, over the near term, will likely be 
the number of deliveries tendered against the 
February contract.

The vet school will begin 
with about 34 members of the 
faculty, an almost one-to-one 
ratio with students, but by 
next year another 80 will be 
admitted with a total planned 
enrollment of 320. This will 
give a teacher-student ratio of 
one-to-four, which is the 
national guideline. Many medi 
cal teaching institutions have 
about a one-to-one ratio. 

The vet school's goal is to 
direct grauduates toward the 
food animal practice instead of 
the pet animal practice. “We 
need to get the veterinarian 
out in rural areas where the 
large animals are," Dr. 
Cornelius says. But he 
concedés vets can make a good 
living treating puppy dogs and 
kitty cats

You've got 
to remember that even though 
it costs 13 cents to mail a letter 
from Clewiston to South Bay, it 
also costs 13 cents to mail a 
letter irom Clewiston to 
Hawaii" he szid. 

He added, “The United 
States still has the cheapest 
mail system in the world. A 13 
cent letter here costs 19 cents 
in France and 23 cents in 
Australia.”
